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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3, 5, 6 and 8-21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
claims 1 , 19-22 examiner agrees with the applicant that nowhere in the prior art is found 
all the limitation of the claimed invention especially a flashlight having a waterproof case 
having a first and second body, with sidewalls allowing a water resistant seal around the 
bodies housing the flashlight. 

V. Knudsen (US 2,832,968) shows a waterproof case surrounding a flashlight, 
but does not teach or suggest a case within which a flashlight maybe places having a 
first and second body that mates making a waterproof seal. 

T. De Forrest (US 3,042, 796) shows a flashlight assembly for underwater use 
having a cover that covers the flashlight with a plastic case, but does not teach or 
suggest a case within which a flashlight maybe place having a first and second body 
that mates making a waterproof seal. 

Claims 2-3, 5, 6 and 8-18 are allowed because of its dependency upon claim 1.
